MOTHERHOOD LAW. 
A CERIOUS PROBLEM. 
PARENTAGE CASE OF YAR-REACHING 
IMPORTANCA. 


Upon a question af motherhood the 
Lord Chancellor was faced with a 


: curious problem in the divorce suit of 


Mr. Leonard Henry John Gaskill, 
engineer's apprentice. of St. George’s~ 
avenue, Westcliff-on-Sea. Petitioner 
asked for his marriage to be dissolved 
with Mrs. Kathleen Ethel Gaskill on 
the ground of her misconduct with 
amanunknown. Respondent denied 
the charge. : 

Mr. O'Connor, for Mr. Gaskill, re- 
marked that the.case Lad one or two 
unusual features. Petitioner stated 
that he was not respoasible for the 
birth of s. child to respondént on 
September 1, 1919. It was a matter 
of non-access. “Mr. Gaskill was in the 
Royal Engincers and had leave from 
September 29 to October 3, 1918. 
He overstayed his leave by one day 
and returned to Borden on October 4, 
sailing for Sslonica on October 12. 
He returned, in December, 1919. 
The position’ under these circumst- 
ances was that a period elapsed from 
from October + of 33] days, which 
was beyond the period of gestation. 

Medical evidence called for : peti- 
tioner was to the éffect ‘that the 
normal period of gestation was 280 
days, although information compiled 


during the war by the Germans showed | several 


that 300 days was a possibility. One 
Witness stated that in French jurispra- 
dence legitimacy was admitted up to 
300 day’, and in the Austrian Courts 
up to 307 days. No decision upon 
this matter had yet been arrived at in 
this country.

NEW LEGISLITIVE PRECAUTIONS. 


The ‘Magistrate remarked that if} 


goods. were’ found to’ be frequently 
shipped in bogus names new legisla- 
tive précantions ‘would be necessary. 

Mr. Lo: I.don’t know that they 
ate bogus in this case. He urged 
that the revere authorities had ad- 
mitted that a-letter addressed to the 
consignee “ to be called for”. was not 
an unustal way of despatching goods 
on this route, on which there was 
great pressure because ships arrived 
at 8 pti. and. were away again at 
7 om. next ‘day. “It is all very 
well, said Mr. Lo, ‘‘to' sit here in 
philosophic calm and say ' You conld 
have done thix and that,’ but the 
officers of a ship are often working 
against time. He submitted that 


there was no evidence of negligence 
on which the shipping company could 
be convicted ; it would be to impose 
on shipping companies duties too 
onerous to be discharged and not im- 
posed, moreover, by the Ordinance.
